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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to the preliminary amendment filed 8/1 8/2004. Claims 

1. 4 and 6-8 have been amended. Claims 2-3, 5 and 9 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 4 and 6-8 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to a device/method for improving the safety of the RSA Chinese 
Residue Theorem (CRT) calculations against cryptographic attacks, a randomization of 
the auxiliary exponents and/or a change of the sub-moduli are performed. Independent 
claims 1 and 8 address a device/method for calculating a result of a modular 
exponentiation within an asymmetrical cryptosystem, n being a modulus, d being an 
exponent and a private key of the asymmetrical cryptosystem, c being a quantity to be 
subjected to the modular exponentiation, and as a result, a quantity m is obtained which 
equals the modular exponentiation of c with the private key d as an exponent, 
comprising means for/steps of calculating eight auxiliary quantities and means for/steps 
for calculating the results of the modular exponentiation m in case no error has been 
indicated. These features are neither shown or fairly suggested in the prior art.
